given publicity. 


The Florizel sailed from here at S 


o'clock last nipht with a large number 
of -passengers and a cargo which in- 
cluded 10,500 barrels of dry codfish 
and herring for New York and 1.200 
barrels for Halifax, her only port of 
call between St. Johns and New York. 


Miscalculation Semis Vessel Ashore. 
A blizzard was brewing when she 


left and it grew worse toward mid- 
night but abated in the early morning 
hours. 
The Florizel would have to 


proceed southward along the coast to- 
ward Cape Kace, about GO miles dis- 
tant. Mariners think she probably put 
her head seaward to ride out the storm 
and that when the wind moderated 
somewhat toward morning her com- 
mander, thinking he had passed south- 
of Cape Race, turned wastward. 


The -ship struck 
in 
Broad 
Cove 


about 5 a. in. 
She sent one wireless 


message of distress which 
was 
re- 


ceived at the Cape Race radio 
sta- 


tion, saying that she was ashore and 
in imminent danger of destruction. 
Her wireless apparatus worked halt- 
ngly and soon was silenced. 


Nothing further was heard from her 


and as the cove is in a remote and 
sparsely bettle ddistrict it was not until 
late in the forenoon that a rescue 
party reached thc scene. They discov- 
ered the Florizel lying well inshore, 
subjected to a merciless pounding by 
the heavy seas. 


Boats Could Xot Klde the Waves. 
Small boats could not live in the 


surf and efforts to escape were hope- 
less, while in thc absence of life sav- 
ing equipment no assistance could be 
given from the shore. 
Men could be 


seen on the bridge signalling for help 
and some had lashed themselves in the 
rigging. 


Gradually under the buffeting of the 


waves, the hull disappeared from view 
and after a few hours the vessel was 
almost submerged, while men in the 
rigging still signalled frantically but 
hopelessly for aid. 


Meanwhile arrangements had been 


made here to send thc Tcrre Nova, n 
sealing vessel to the aid of thc Florizel 
and a special train carrying physicians, 
nurses and supplies was made up and 
dispatched to the point nearest the 
scenp of the wreck.

Captain Henkes, who was stationed 


at San Antonio, Texas, last May wrote 
to the secretary of war urging him 
to accept the resignation which he had 
already submitted and giving- reasons 
which he declared would no longer al- 


I low him to serve as an officer of the 
American army. 
"Further service as 


a commissioned 'officer must sooner or 
later take 'me to Europe, and there 
bring me in conflict with my relatives 
and friends, although 
for the 
time 


being my legal enemies," Captain 
Henkes wrote. "My father came from 
Germany. 
My mother was born here 


shortly after the arrival of her par 
ents. 
We have many other relatives 


and friends there. I cannot force my- 
self to the conviction that I am capaT 
ble of making war on my kindred upon 
their soil, in a manner that would be- 
come my duty and station. I earnestly 
request that I may not be required to 
undergo 
this 
ordeal. 
I 
seriously 


doubt my ability to withstand it, and 
would avoid, in the interest 
of my 


country, family and friends what at 
least appears the probable consequen- 
ces." 


Ordered Over to France. 


Captain Henkes suggested 
as an 


alternative that ho be given service in 
some other field, although he expres- 
sed the belief that the best course 
would be the imm:diate acceptance of 
his resignation. 


Captain Ilenkes, soon after he had 


submitted his resignation, was ordered 
to France with the American expedi- 
tionary forces and fi-Dm his quarters 
there on June 29, 1917, wrote to the 
adjutant general in Washington, call- 
ing attention to thc fact that he had 
resigned and declaring that his bat-

for the month of March agreed upon 
by the Federal Milk commission in 
a ten hour session hen; today showed 
virtually no change from thu pieseiu 
scale so far as the consumers are con- 
cerned but are so arranged as to pro- 
vide a "recoup" ol" 12 cents a hun- 
dred pounds for the producers and 
consumers. 
A "recoup" of the same 


amount also will be given m April to 
cover the losses they claim they suf- 
fered in November and December. 
The only change in the retail price 
is that Grade B sold in retail .stores 
will be sold at 7 >/.; cents a pint in- 
stead of the present 1G cents a quart. 


The decision of the commission was 


expressed in the following resolution: 


"Resolved that the price of milk 


which the producers shall receive for 
tho month of M.xrch shall the $3.10 
per hundred pounds for 3 per cent 
milk in the 130 mile zone subject 
to the schedules and regulations of 
the trade. 


"That a recoup of 24 cents for both 


distributor and producer be divided 
annually over two months. 


"That 
the 
producers receive 12 


cents of each recoup for March, mak- 
ing a total price of $3.22 to the pro- 
ducers for the month of March and 
that 12 cents of such recoup be added 
in April, the base price for v.-hlch 
month will be later fixed. 


"That the distributor to serve 12 


cents for March and ] 2 cents for 
April. 


"That the prices to the consumer 


for the month of March shall remain 
as they were in February excepting 
that grade R milk sold to stores in 
pints shall be 7'™ cents a pint."

Owing to the disorganization of the 
Russian forces it is difficult to presage 
what effective opposition they may be 
able to place in the path of the in- 
vaders."

RUMANIA NOW DISCUSSING PEACE 


Cut Off From Her Allies Through 


Russia's Downfall, Little 


Country Is Desperate 


The Bolshevik movement in 


Russia, represented by Niekolai 
Leninc and Leon Trotzky, lias ac- 
ceded to the demands of. Germany 
and announced its readiness to 
accept the 
hard peace terms 


which Germany has laid down. 


Tims, apparently, without fur- 


ther hesitation, the Russians are 
prepared in an effort to stop the 
inroads the Germans now arc 
making into their country, to add 
to thc enemies already vast hold- 
ings more of Russia's most valu- 
able western territory extending 
from the GulC of Finland south- 
ward to the Black sea, and even 
to withdraw her Iroops from Fin- 
land and give back to the Turks 
what has been taken from them in 
battle.

THE XJJK1» OF HOSPITALS. 


At least 00.000 more tuberculous 


hospital buds will be needed in the 
"United states within the next two 
years to muko possible the adequate 
'control ot the disease and check its 
tendency to increase Its ravages under 
war conditions as it has In Europe 
during the last three years. This is 
the latest estimate of the National 
Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, in a state- 
ment issued recently. 
There are -13.- 


000 beds available in the country at 
present. 


This estimate is based on a revised 


conception 
of 
the 
prevalence 
of 


the 
disease 
and 
as 
the 
result 


•largely 
of 
the 
examination 
of 


recruits and drafted men for our new 
army and navy. 
Until recently it was 


estimated that for every death from 
tuberculosis in the country there were 
five active cases of the disease. 
It 


is no\v beUeved-.that tho true ratio 
Is twice or tree times as great. 
In- 


stead of about 1,000,000 active cases 
in the country there are probably be- 
tween two and threo million. 


"This does not mean that there has 


been any such increase In tubercu- 
losis," says the statement. "It does 
mean that we iiave evolved new and 
more accurate methods of measuring 
it, with corresponding possibilities of 
more complete control. In the mili- 
tary medical examinations so far, an 
average of about two per cent of the 
men of draft age in the country at 
large are found to be tuberculous." 


The" above facts will be of interest 


At the county of Otsego, where a 
commodious tuberculosis 
hospital is 


now in process of erection, and also 
in Delaware, where a site has been 
chosen and plans secured. 
In Chen- 


ango county a hospital has already 
been built; and in ail the counties of 
the state wherja there are at present 
no tuberculosis hospitals, it is ex- 
pected that buildings will be erected 
the coming summer. 


THE SUPPLY OF SXJGAH. 


A. recent report of the United States 


Department of Agriculture carries the 
information that on August 31, 1917, 
there was a stock of 1,500,000,000 
pounds of sugar on hand in 
the 


country as compared with 2,000,000,- 
000 at the same time in 191G. 
The 


government attributes the decreased 
supply to' the manufacture for export 
'of great quantities of condensed milk, 
to incrense in consumers' hands and 
to an increased consumption by In- 
dividuals. 


The latter fact is at ilrst glance sur- 


prising, yet it is a fact that the sugar 
consumed in the United States per 
capita in 1917 was S3.3 pounds, as 
coqgpared with an average 
of £4.7 


pounds for the prccedhig five-ynir 
period. 
It may be, however, thai the 


large amount'of fruit canned last soa- 
flon may account for much or all of 
the Increase, though this is not sug- 
gested by tho department. 
It will be 


noted that the report is only to the 
end 
of August. 
The present 
six- 


month period, now practically over 
should show a largo decrease in pel 
capita consumption. If it does not, 
it will be up to the government to 
adopt more drastic measures in deal- 
ing with a difficult situation.

The find was made by two men who 
were out for an afternoon walk and 
casually, more than for any definite 
reason, glanced over the guard rail 
and saw tho body lying in plain view. 
It was naked, with no signs of the 
least garment of any description about 
it. 


"Word was sent to police he.idquar- 


| ters and Oihcer Brown was detailed to 
|the case. He after investigating the 
report and finding it true, called Cor- 
oner Getman, wlio also visited the 
spot and made personal investigation, 
after which he directed Undertaker O. 
C. McCrum to remote the body to his 
parlors where it is held pending the 
further examination of the body by 
the coroner, which will be made when 
the frost has left the little frame. 


Coroner Getman states 
that 
tho 


body is that of a. well nourished male 
child fully matured and according to 
his best judgment from its appear- 


! aiices when found, had lived for a time 


, at least after birth. 
It had not been 


! exposed niore than four or five davs, 


j according to the coroner. 
The body 


j had been mutilated some by muskrats 
! or other animals. 


Xone of the officials were willing to 


venture an opinion as to whether the 
body had been washed down from up 
the valley or had been deposited there 
by some resident of the city and pos- 
sibly since the flooc1 abated, hoping to 
create the impression that it had been 
washed there. 
Of course future dis- 


closures may reveal that no offense 
has been committeJ and if such be the 
case it is hoped that it will be made 
known. The authorities, however, are 
inclined to fear that there has been a 
crime committed.

aside from th , finding, of the body, ex- 
ists upon which to base a clue and it 
is much to be doubted if anything can 
be done to uncover the mystery and 
permit the punishment of the offend- 
ers if it prove a criminal case.

A. vivifl sketch of the deportations 


from Mons, ordered by German author- 
ities, drawn by a participant, may well 
be cited here: 


•I will take the ISth of November 


of last year [1916]. A week or so be- 
fore that a placard was placed on the 
walls telling my capital city of Mons 
that in seven days all the men of that 
city who were not clergymen, who 
were not priests, who did not belong to 
the city council, would be deported. 


"At half past five, In the gray of tbe 


morning on the ISth of November, 
they walked out, 6,200 men at Mons, 
myself and another leading them down 
the cobblestones of the street and ont 
where the rioting would be less than 
in the great city, with the soldiers on 
each side, with bayonets fixed, with 
the women held back. 


"The degradation of It I The degra- 


dation of it as they walked into this 
great market square, where the pens 
were erected, exactly as if they -were 
cattle—nil the great men of that prov- 
ince—the lawyers, the statesmen, the 
heads of the trades, the men that had 
made the capital of Hainaut glorious 
during the last 20 years. 


'•There they were collected; no ques- 


tion of •who they were, whether they 
were busy or what they were doing, 
or what their position In life. 'Go to 
the right! Go to the leftl Go to the 
right!' So they were turned to the 
one side or the other. 


"Trains were standing there ready, 


steaming, to take them to Germany. 
You saw on the one side the one 
brother taken, the other brother left. 
A hasty embrace and they were sepa- 
rated and gone. 


"You 
saw the •women in hundreds, 


with "bundles in their hands, beseech- 
ing to be permitted to approach the 
trains, to give their men the last that 
they had In life fcjjfween themselves 
and starvation—a small bundle of 
clothing to keep them warm on their 
way to Germany. You saw women ap- 
proach with a bundle that had been 
purchased, by the sale of the last 
of 
their 
household 
effects.

one was allowed to approach to give 
her man the wrirm pair of stockings or 
the warm jacket, so there might be 
some chance of his reaching there. Off

"It has been said that women are 'all 


powerful suppliants.' 


"\Ve have felt authorized by this 


saying, Mr. Minister, to extend our 
hands to you and to address to your 
country a last appeal. 


"We trust that In reading these lines 


you will feel at each word the unhap- 
py heartbeeuts of the Belgian women 
and will find in your broad and hu- 
mane sympathy Imperative reasons lor, 
intervention. 


"Only the united will of the neutrm 


peoples energetically expressed 
can 


counterbalance that of the German au- 
thorities. 
" "This assistance which tho neutral 
nations can and, therefore, ought to 
lend us, will It be refused to the op- 
pressed Belgians? 


"Be good enough to accept, Mr. Min- 


ister, the homage of our most distin- 
guished consideration." 


(Signed by a number of Belgian 


women and 24 societies.) 


The United States government did 


not fall t- respond to this touching ap- 
peal and to others of a similar nature. 
The American • embassy at 
Berlin 


promptly took up the burning question 
of the deportations with the chancellor, 
and other representatives of the Ger- 
man government. 
In an Interview 


with the under secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, Mr, Grew was handed 
an official statement of the German 
plans, which Is, in translation, as fol- 
lows: 


German Camouflage. 


"Against the unemployed in Belgium, 


who are a burden to public charity, 
In order to avoid friction arising there- 
from, compulsory measures are to be 
adopted to make them work so far ns 
they are not voluntarily Inclined to 
work, In accordance with the regula- 
tion issued May IS, 1916, by the gov- 
ernor general. In order to ascertain 
such persons the assistance of the mu- 
nicipal authorities is required for the 
district of the governor genera! In 
Brussels, while in the districts outside 
of theAgeneral government, 1. e.. In the 
provinces of Flanders, lists were de- 
manded from the presidents of thf> 
local relief committees containing the 
names of persons receiving relief. For 
the, sake of establishing uniform pro- 
cedure the competent authorities have, 
in the meanti-cu, been Instructed to 
make the necessary Investigations re- 
garding such persons also In Flandera 
through tha municipal authorities; 
furthermore, presidents of local relief 
committees who may be detained for 
having refused to furnish such Islts 
will be released."' 


Mr. Grew pilnted out that the depor- 


tations were a breach of faith nnd 
would 
Injure 
the 
German cause 


abroad. In his official summary of the 
ncgotations which he carried on lie 
says: 


"I then discussed In detail with the 


under secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs the unfortunate impression which 
this decision would niuke abroad, re- 
minding him that the measures were 
In principle contrary to the assurances 
given to the ambassador by the chan- 
cellor at general headquarters last 
spring and dwelling on the effect which 
the policy might have on England's at- 
titude towards relief work In Belgium. 
I said I understood that the measures 
had been promulgated solely by tha', 
military government In Belgium and 
that I thought the matter ought at 
least to be brought to the chancellor's 
personal attention in the light of the 
consequences which the new policy 
would entail,. Herr Zlmmermann Inti- 


mated m reply that the foreign omc« 
had very little Influence with the mili- 
tary authorities and that It was un- 
likely that the new policy In Belgtunj 
could be revoked. He stated, how. 
ever. In answer to my inquiry, that ha 
would not disapprove of my seeing tb« 
chancellor about the matter." 


Solemn Protest by United StatM. 
The formal protest of the United 


States was as follows: 


"The government of the United 


States has learned with the greatest 
concern and regret of the policy of tho 
German government to deport frora 
Belgium a portion of the civilian popu* 
latlon with the result of forcing them 
to labor In Germany, and Is constrained 
to protest In a friendly spirit but most 
solemnly against this action which la 
in contravention of all precedent and 
those humane principles of Interna- 
tional practice which have long been 
accepted and followed by civilized na- 
tions in their treatment of noncomba- 
tants In conquered territory. Further- 
more, the government of the United 
States Is convinced that the effect of 
this policy if pursued will in all prob- 
ability be fetal to the Belgian relief 
•work, so humanely planned so suc- 
cessfully carried out, a result which 
would be generally 
deplored and 


which. It Is assumed, would seriously 
embarrass the German government" 


This protest was followed by those 


of the pope, the king of Spain, the 
government of Switzerland and other 
neutrals. They were of no avail, ex- 
cept, perhaps, to lead the German au- 
thorities to draw a tighter veil over 
their detestable proceedings. But the 
evidence has in some measure come 
through, although the full facts will 
not be known until the liberation of 
heroic Belgium.

in the Liberty .Loan campaigns prov- 
ed that tlie government can count on 
you and your organization.

your country, and realizing1 hovv wide- 
ly war-savings stamps-may be .sold 
through your efforts. I take plea.sure 
in presenting you another opportunity. 


Five million red post cards have 


been printed by the Government for 
the special use of the scouts. 
These 


are orders for the local postmaster 
to deliver savings stamps. 
The boys 


will take the orders for stumps from 
house to house, drop the signed cards 
in the mail box, and the post office 
will do the rest. 


James E. West, chief scout execu- 


tive, sent this message to each of the 
15,000 scout troops over the country:

Affecting Deductions 
for Hotel Bills 


as Traveling Expenses. 


Heretofore the treasury department 


has held that traveling salesmen ?nd 
salaried men could not deduct 
from 


their incomes hotel bills on the ground 
that hotel bills were items of personal 
expense. 
Now the department 
has 


reversed itself on this point, making 
meals and lodgings allowable deduc- 
tions the same as other traveling ex- 
penses, including railroad fares, ex- 
cess baggage and advertising accounts. 


A considerable number of salaried 


men. 
including 
traveling 
salesmen, 


acting uuon the advice 
of 
John S. 


Taylor, who gave the interpretation 
as reported to him, have tiled their 
returns In conformity with the previ- 
ous ruling. Any salaried person who 
has filed his report and now desires 
may llle a corrected return and have 
the benefit of the new ruling. 


It is still held that a person work- 


ing for a salary plus expenses which 
are reimbursed by the employer can- 
not deduct his expenses. He is, hVow- 
ever, required to report as income 
the value of meals and lodgings, but 
on the other hand he is not required 
to report as income the value oT meals 
and lodgings paid for when not so re* 
imbursed.
